SECTION 1. The Register of Deeds of Sherburne County
*s Hereby required to advertise all lands in said county re-
turned for the delinquent taxes of the yeareighteen hundred
and fifty seven, and sell the same on the first Monday of May
nest, and the nest succeeding days; and all sales made in
pursuance of this act, shall conform in all respects to, and
be valid-arid Binding as like sales made in accordance with
the provisions of law in force on the first day of January, A.
D. eighteen hundred and fifty eight.

SEO. 2. This act shall be in force from and after its pas-
sage.

2, That any person or persons who may violate the
provisions of the first section of this Act shall be deemed
to be guilty of a malicious trespass, and upon conviction
thereof shall be punished by a fine not less than five dollars, m**.
nor more; than twenty-five dollars ; and for a second offence,
shall incur a penalty not less than ton dollars nor more than
thirty dollars ; Provided, That no penalty shall be incurred
for taking fish from lakes owned by such persons respec-
tively.
